France declares war on Germany and asks help of English to obtain Belgium from 
Germans I 

HEADQUARTERS, S.I .C. : Miss Pussy Katz, Unpublicity Director of S.I.C., today 
announced that S.I.C recruitment had jumped 137% since Italy seized Vienna, 
"This Austrian leaflet alone is bringing them in In droves," she informed the 
press* Miss Katz then circulated copies of a handbill run off In a cellar In 
Vienna following that city's occupation. The handbill urged Austrlans to rise 
against the Italian troops, and claimed that Austria's defeat was the result of 
a betrayal ''engineered by a nefarious conspiracy of freemasons, stonemasons, 
Jesuits, half-wits, International bankers. First National Bankers, Bulgarians, 
vulgarians, cos sacks, Gypsies, and drug peddlers". This conspiracy, according 
to the handbill, "has all the resources of Wall Street, the City of London, and 
the Vatican at Its disposal and has agents, distributed everywhere*" < 

"Needless to say," Miss Katz went on, "this description of the vast wealth 
and power of our S.I.C. makes every ambitious man and woman with an eye to the 
future Interested In joing us. Now if any of you reporters would care to ...." 

Before Miss Katz could finish speaking, thlrtyflve reporters, eight photo- 
graphers, and the delivery boy from the coffee shop had filled put eppl I cat I on 
blanks to join the S.I.C.

1021, New York, New York 10023: Since 
I, too, was one of the principals Involved In the discussion of Afcb, there are 
some pertinent factors neither Tom Griffin nor you mentioned: 

In the example given of Austria moving Bud to Ser supported by Tri and Russia 
moving Ser to Tri supported by Vie with Rum going to Ser, there were only four 
alternate "good" moves available to Austria: 

1) Bud and Ser support each other 

2) Bud to Vie supported by Tri 

3) Tri to Ser supported by Bud 
k) Tri to Vie supported by Bud 

Had Austria made any of those four alterante moves, no one wojald dispute the 
fact that he would still own two units. The fact that Austria had only five 
conceivable choices and chose the wrong one Is relevant to Tom's contention 
that Russia "GUESSED WRONG". 

Furthermore, it is hardly realistic to ascribe to Russia the combination 
of plays made by Griffin; they are bad. In the given situation, had Russia 
moved A Rum to Bud, then out of the five "good" moves available to Austria, 
Russia would have gained a unit four out of five times and in the fifth In- 
stance there would have been a draw. By moving Rum to Bud, Russia had an 80 
percent shot at gaining a unit and could not lose a unit; wheras, by moving Rum 
to Ser Griffin has given Russia only a "debateable" 20 percent chance of gain- 
ing a unit. And, as compared to the moves ascribed to Austria, Austria guessed 
wrong, again. 

During the past year I have had several discussions with Alan Calhamer 
concerning his published rules and he, too, feels there are ambiguities and he 
intends to revise the rules. 

Some areas discussed were: 

a) He feels that the? question of a dislodged unit giving support needs rethink- 
ing; that the rules 1 are presently ambiguous; that he is presently inclined to 
feel that support should be cut. 

b) There is the matter of the Western Mediterranean and Gulf of Lyon support- 
ing Spain (nc). Though both can move to Spain, they cannot move to the North 
Coast.' 

c) There is the matter of fleet Bulgaria (sc), supporting Rumania, though it 
cannot move to Rumania at all. 

d) It Is hts contention that In this example: 

A Bud to Ser. 

A Rum (S) A Bud to Ser vs A Ser to Bud 

A Gal to Bud
